Calligraphy, the art of beautiful 
writing, is now being shown in a 
three-part exhibition called 
Masters Of Calligraphy through 
Dec. 15 at the Addison Gallery of 
American Art, Phillips Academy. 

The first part consists of a 
portfolio of contemporary letters 
written by well known 
calligraphers of England and 
America assembled by the late 
Richard King which shows their 
various styles developed from the 
Classical concept of the 16th 
century Italic Cursive, then in use 
by the papal secretaries. (Should 
anyone viewing the exhibition wish 
that ballpoint pen users may 
develop the style, it’s possible, 
but a fountain pen with a chisel- 
pointed nib produces the best re- 
sults), 

Among various’ hands 
represented in the glassic beauty 
of Alfred Fairbanks; the small, 
neat, crisp letters of Geoffrey 
Ebbage; the boldly dashing writing 
of John Howard Benson, whotrans- 
lated Arrighi’s La Operina, 1522 
(the very first writing book), into 
English; and a before-and-after 
letter by the Harvard psychologist, 
B. F. Skinner, declaiminz the 
merits of writing the Italic 
Cursive, as well as scores of 
others. 


The second part is represented 
by the posters of Lorenzo Homar 
and his pupil, Luis Ortiz, created 
in the Graphic Workshop, I.7.P., 
San Juan, Puerto Rico, from the 
P, William Filby Collection. One 
is struck by the variety of letter 
forms used, the glowing colors 
incorporated with a strong sense 
of design. The Tilby collection 
includes rubbings from the stone 
engravings of the Roman alphabet 
by John Howard Benson and Eric 
Gill. Mr. filby is author of 
**2000 Years of Calligraphy’’ and 
‘Calligraphy and Handwriting in 
America, 1750-1962.” 

For the third part, Raymond F. 
DaBoll’s own work needs no intro- 
duction to the serious student of 
calligraphy. Previously a Chicago 
art director, DaEBoll, now retired, 
still maintains his enviable 
position as a modern master and 
the dean of American 
calligraphers. Among his works 
shown is his famous specimen 
sheet on Calligraphy. Many honors 
have been awarded DaEoll and it 
is not difficult to see why: his 
command of all previous forms 
has been amalgamated into what 
calligraphers call the ‘‘DaBoll 
style.” His recent book, 
‘*Recollections of the Lyceum and 
Chautauqua Circuits,’’co-authored 
with his wife, Irene Friggs, has 
been written completely in scribal 
writing rather than the use of type 
to prove its beauty. 

Gene Pyle, Assistant Director 
of the Addison Gallery, urges stu- 
dents of calligraphy to take ad- 
vantage of the examples shown in 
this assembly of examples. 

The Addison Gallery is open 
free to the public at all times. 
Gallery hours are: 10 a.m. -5 
p.m, Mondays through Saturdays; 
Sundays, 2:30 - 5 p.m.

Study Group 
Approved 


A town Land Resource and Use 
Management Plan, to be prepared 
by a committee of town board 
heads wus proposed by school 
committeeman rank Hill Tuesday 
night, and the school committee 
approved his motion that they 
initiate it, 4-1, Dr. Frank Griggs 
opposing. 

“‘The town has no control over 
its own destiny. Each town board 
has its own particular concern and 
its own particular brand of tunnel 
vision, because of this,’? Hill 
said. ‘‘As a result, decisions 
about land, private or public, are 
made piecemeal and often plans 
have gone too far, in the glare 
of town meeting spotlight andemo- 
tion.’’ 

His motion: ‘‘that the school 
committee initiate the formulation 
of a Committee of the Whole, to 
consist of the chairmen and vice 
chairmen of the school commit- 
tee, selectmen, planning hoard, 
finance committee and conserva- 
tion committees; the purpose of 
the committee will be the formu- 
lation of a Master Land and Re- 
source Use Plan for the Town of 
Andover.”’ 

The Resource Management and 
Use Plan should have the potential 
to consider withdrawing land from 
production Hill said. In answer 
to questions, he claimed that no 
present board would be able to 
make up such a plan, and the 
master plan for Andover did not 
have the force or scope. 

Hill said that building was at 
low ebb now, but in his part of 
town, a development of 14 homes 
with four bedrooms had _ just 
opened, and he pointed out that 14 
times a probable three children 
apiece times the $1500 apiece 
the children’s schooling alone 
would cost the town was substan- 
tial. ‘‘How many other sub- 
divisions are planned. Who knows? 
There are 175 lots on Wood Hill, 
and the new Indian Ridge Country 
Club subdivision is 130 lots. 
Sooner or later all these will be 
built on. All the boards ought to 
sit down and come to grips with 
a resource management plan for 
the community. No one board can 
do it alone. Viewing the problem 
earlier and more broadly, a Land 
Resource Management plan might 
keep a developer from getting to 
the point where his money invest- 
ment is so great that he must 
go On. 

A man from the audience rose to 
ask what medium to low rent 
housing was available in Andover 
for residents evicted from Temple 
Court. ‘‘That’s a case in point,’’ 
said Hill. Reach, the low income 
housing group, supported the con- 
dominiums at town meeting be- 
cause that was the only chance 
they had to try to affect anything.”’ 
He said there should be broad 
consideration of school and other 
public lands, condominiums, re- 
sidential development, low cost 
housing, somewhere for the

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Chanukah 


Observance 


At Temple 


Chanukah is the most ambiguous 
of Jewish holidays. Of all the 
festivals based on ancient 
historical events, we know more 
about the date of the occurence - 
165 b.c.e., andthe circumstances - 
the returnofthe Jerusalem Temple 
to worship of God from Syrian 
paganism - than about any other 
holy day. As clear as this is, 
the origins of kindling candles 
for each of the eight nights of the 
holiday are obscure. Even the 
rabbis of the Talmud were hard- 
pressed to make the association 
between the return of the Temple 
to Jewish worship and the rituals 
which had grown up around 
Chanukah. 

Although Chanukah is probably 
the most widely observed holiday 
in Jewish homes, there is virtually 
no synagogal recognition of the 
festival. Even the most traditional 
of Jews are not required toabstain 
from work. or attend special wor- 
ship services. 

Long before Christian ob- 
servance of Christmas pervaded 
the world of the Jew, Chanukah 
held excitement and joy for Jewish 


children. Games and plays and 
special food added _ other 
dimensions to a holiday 


remarkably monolithic in its pur- 
pose. Interaction with the 
Christian world has only added to 
the importance of Chanukah as a 
period of special light and glad- 
ness in the darkest season of the 
year. 

For the modern Jew, C hanukah’s 
meaning transcends candle light- 
ing, gifts for children and latkes. 
Of central significance is the 
recognition that an individual’s 
religion must be his own choice, 
not the choice of the government 
under which he tives. The 
Maccabees of more than 2000 years 
ago recognized this principle which 
still eludes governments all over 
the world today. 

A special recognition to the 
Festival of Chanukah inthe Greater 
Lawrence Jewish area will be ob- 
served through a series of events 
beginning with a special Chanukah 
party which will be heldon Sunday, 
Dec. 12 at 12:15 p.m. in the audi- 
torium of Temple Emanual at 483 
Lowell St., Lawrence, sponsored 
jointly by the Sisterhood of the 
Cong.

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Editorial Comment 


Hydrants 


rmysy 


A proposed item for consideration in 1972 municipal 
appropriations, titled, “hydrant rental,” seems to us to be a 
bit ridiculous. 

At a time when conserving of funds should be of prime 
consideration, this added municipal expense seems unneces- 
sary. 

As we understand it, the hydrant rental account is an 
accounting procedure, through which funds are assigned to 
the cost of operation of the water department. The funds 
gained through the account, can be used only by town 
meeting action. 

It is the application of income from the sale of water 
annually towards the operating costs of the water depart- 
ment. 

Under the new water rate schedule, almost $700,000 of 
the department’s $1,000,000 annual budget will be realized. 

To make the department balance out, an additional 
$300,000 would be gained from the hydrant rental. In 
effect, taxpayers would be proportionately paying for the 
yellow and red plug located on the street and used 
primarily for fire protection. 

While advocates of the plan point out that the funds are 
insured as to use, since only town meeting can assign them, 
the idea of coughing up the money at town meeting and 
having it assigned to a specific account seems unjustified. 

It even smacks of double taxation. 

Andover voters in the past, have shown a recognition of 
meeting financial needs when they arise. 

They currently pay their share of operation of the water 
department and through appropriations at town meeting 
take care of any deficits which may arise. 

To add to this burden for the sake of accounting proce- 
dures is certainly unwise. 

The announcement a week ago of the proposed 1972 
town budget rising some 22 per cent was shock enough 
without considering in that the inclusion of hydrant rentals. 

In a year when economy must be stressed, we strongly 
urge the selectmen, who insisted on this budgetary inser- 
tion, remove the item with dispatch. 


Burlington 


Mor the past few years, local ecologists have been taking 
action to protect and to clean up the Shawsheen River. 

The action was taken by a few concerned citizens and 
groups interested in the preservation of the river as a safe 
and clean stream. 

The river had been considered, one assumes, by the 
majority of people as simply a stream which ambles lazily 
through Andover. 

But, suddenly, its value has been brought forth by the 
town of Burlington, which will tap this resource as a water 
supply. 

This will have an effect on the overall river from. its 
source to its terminus in the Merrimack river in North 
Andover. 

No doubt, the level of the water will be dropped when 
the river is being used by Burlington to build up its supply. 

Fortunate, then, is the foresight demonstrated by a group 
known as the Shawsheen Watershed Association. 

This group, composed of citizens and officials who border 
the Shawsheen, has been working on the preservation of the 
river and the elimination of pollutants. 

As a volunteer group, it has continually worked toward 
upgrading the river. 

The effect of Burlington’s tapping the resource for its 
water needs, we feel, will be closely watched by the group, 
to insure the maintenance of a safe stream all along its 
winding path.

Puzzling is the view of the 
Andover League of Women Voters 
which is in favour of condominium 
dwellings tho the League uses 
another name for this kind of apart- 
ment housing. However, it remains 
unwise for town meeting to grant 
such privileges. 

Condominium builders stress 
that their product would reduce 
Federal and state income tax pay- 
ments for the people who would 
purchase these dwellings. But of 
all the reasons for granting them 
this privilege, the tax reduction 
idea is the least tenable. 

Home owner’s best hope of hav- 
ing tax bills reduced, or kept from 
going higher is to encourage both 
state and Federal governments to 
collect as much revenue as pos- 
sible so some may be left over 
for returning to towns with which 
to reduce the tax bills. 

Consequently Andover is ill- 
advised to encourage business 
methods a concomitant of which 
would be a reduction in the col- 
lections by state and Federal 
entities. And this isnot to mention 
the ingratitude on the part of town 
meeting to both state and Federal 
governments that the granting of 
this privilege would imply. 

We cannot expect more help 
from higher government if we go 
out of our way to reduce their 
revenue. And of equal importance 
is that each time town meeting 
grants a privilege it automatically 
reduced the liberty available to all 
others since privilege and liberty 
cannot occupy the same place it 
must one or the other. Therefore 
both on principle and in detail 
the condominium plan is unwise 
for Andover,

The mere reading of a book 
about music, no matter how careful 
that reading, will not suffice to 
lead to music understanding. 
This may strike you as being a 
curious statement, but it is true. 
Repeated and attentive listening to 
much music is the only necessary 
source of feeling for music. With- 
out repeated and attentive listening 
to much music, other things, such 
as books and lectures, can give 
you only a shadowy idea of what 
it might be like to have a direct 
perception of musical processes. 


After you have listened to a 
piece as often and as directiy as 
you can, let things about it be 
pointed out to you. If you have 
been really attentive without 
prejudicing your capacities, you 
will discover those things to be 
part of your experience whether 
you had noticed them hefore or 
not. Eventually, the things which 
are pointed out to you will lead 
toward ways of experiencing music 
in ways which will inculcate habits 
of hearing. 

Information can be learned from 
somebody, in or out of books, 
but understanding is attained only 
by one’s self, perhaps through 
somebody but not from him. 
Therefore you would do well to 
come into the closest association 
with music that you are capable 
of. Not everyone can sing, hum 
or whistle. The physical and mental 
feeling of singing (or playing) 
brings one closer to the substance 
of music than any amount of listen- 
ing can. With personal experience 
as a foundation one can learn yet 
more about the feel of music from 
watching singers and players. Do 
not underestimate the visual side 
of musical performance. Such 
aspects of musical feelings as 
phrasing or intensity, for instance, 
are intimate things.

Trail System Completed 


Thanks to the generosity of Fred 
Doyle, life-long resident of An- 
dover, the first new section of 
Andover’s town-wide trail system, 
connecting public and private open 
lands, has become a reality. 

Alan french, chairman of the 
Trail Committee, a subcommittee 
of the Conservation Commission, 
takes pleasure in announcing that 
because of Mr. Doyle’s permis- 
sion for a Conservation Commis- 
sion trail through his tract of 
land between Lowell Street and 
High Plain Road, the Doyle Trail 
is now open to the public for wood- 
land hiking, horeback riding, snow- 
shoeing and cross-country skiing. 

Marked temporarily with white 
Strips of cloth, the trail runs 
from Lowell Street, across from 
the West Parish Cemetery, to High 
Plain Road.

it not only will serve as connector 
link between the central part of 
Andover and its western section, 
but has a self contained loop of 
approximately 2 1/2 milesentirely 
within the Doyle property. 

The trail has considerable 
scenic variety, including a small 
pond, a high outcrop of bedrock and 
a stream and is suitable for winter 
or summer use. Motorized 
vehicles are prohibited. The same 
regulations governing the use of 
Conservation land will be in force 
for the Doyle Trail. 

The Doyle Trail was cleared by 
Trail Committee member William 
Stevens to be ready for immediate 
winter use. The Trail Committee 
is a group of outdoor minded citi- 
zens serving as a subcommittee of 
the Conservation Commission and 
working to develop the connector 
links between the town’s open 
lands, 

Trail Committee Chairman 
French states that the Poyle Trail 


is not only the first, but the crucial 
link in the proposed trail network, 
because of its unique position 
linking Andover’s central and 
western portions, separated by 
Highways 495 and $3. 

At Mr. and Mrs. Doyle’s 
Chandler Road Home, a favorite 
haunt of Andover’s wintering over 
birds, Mr. Doyle recalled that part 
of the trail goes over an old cart 
trail which used to serve as a 
shortcut between Lowell Street and 
High Plain Road, as well as for 
a wood road. 

“If the trail contributes to 
people’s enjoyment of the out- 
doors,”” Doyle commented, ‘‘it 
will serve its purpose.”’ 

Trail maps and further informa- 
tion are available at the Recreation 
Department in the Town Hall.

‘No One Wants To Talk About Trash’

Self-education and public educa- 
tion in conservation have heen 
Elaine Katz’ great interests from 
the start, withthe I.eague of Women 
Voters, the Andover Village 
Improvement Society, Massachu- 
setts Audubon, tackling Andover’s 
solidwaste disposal problem, and 
she haunts not only the towndump, 
but newspaper offices, seeking 
publicity for speakers, films, and 
programs that will get the facts 
to the people about the real meaning 


of ecology. 
And she sounds optimistic! 
‘We are moving ahead, 


compared to many towns, and we 
are moving in the right direction.” 
‘‘Air pollution is not terrible 
in Andover; water pollution has 
begun on the way to alleviation, 
though it has a long way to go. 
But solid waste disposal is the 
next area we haveto become aware 
of. Nobody wants to talk about 
trash -- it’s not too appealing 
-- but nationally and locally, solid 
waste disposal is out most 
pressing ecology problem.”’ 
Elaine is the wife of a man who 
deals with kids directly every day 
as a doctor, then indirectly again 
as a school committeeman, Mean- 
while, Mrs. Richard Katz, in 
her ten years in Andover, has 
become strongly identified with 
conservation through open lands 
studies, as anAVIS board member, 
a Massachusetts Audubon member 
and student, and now, as she puts 
it, as a free lance trash lady. 
Her interest is in the dump, 
and her motto is ‘‘Six inches a 
day!”’ ‘‘We have to be honest 
and say our operation is not a 
sanitary landfill -- it’s a Dump 
and Cover. One difference between 
the two is that a sanitary land- 
fill, by definition, requires 
covering the trash every day with 
six inches of fill. We now cover 
the trash only three times a week.’’ 
What is the difference between 
six inches every day and six inches 
three times a week? [Flaine says 
the difference is vermin, insects, 
smell, blowing trash, and rain 
washing through the uncovered 
trash to carry biological and 
chemical contaminates down- 
stream to Fish Frook, eventually 
going into our water system. 


‘‘We’re fouling our water 
system, and that’s scary! It gets 
fouled from the above ground water 
because we don’t yet have daily 
cover and sloping, and from under- 
water streams running throughthe 
dump, which isa harder problem to 
solve.’’ 

“But the point is that the town 
is working on it, we’re moving 
ahead as people educate them- 
selves about the problem. The 
dump is so much better managed 
and cleaner, now, people are think- 
ing in terms of recycling. Kids 
are spending hours there to recycle 
newspapers. People are bringing 
newspapers and bringing bottles 
for recycling, too. The town is 
trying to get to the bottom of the 
underwater problem. And this 
year, for the first time, the new 
public works budget has funds init 
for enough fill for six inches a 
day.” 

The Curious Citizen may ask 
“But how did a nice girl like 
Elaine end up at the dump?”’ 

She began as a biology major 
in college, but she says that was 
a while ago. When Dick Katz 
finished his residency at 
Children’s Hospital and they moved 
to Andover to begin his practice 
as a pediatrician, Elaine found 
herself in the League of Women 
Voters. A year later, trying to 
decide whether to vote for a study 
of town meeting or a study of 
Andover’s open lands, as a local 
issue, ‘‘I found myself thinking 
that the town meeting issue would 
still be with us several years 
later, but that the open lands might 
not be there at all. Open lands 
won; I ended up on the committee, 
and I guess that’s what started 
it all.’’ 

Her League studies of Andover’s 
open lands convinced her that too 
little of Andover’s open land was 
legally preserved or protected, 
and brought her into the Andover 
Village Improvement Society. 

AVIS’s principal interest is in 
open lands - their preservation, 
maintenance and increasing their 
public use and enjoyment. Fy 1967, 
Elaine Katz was a.board member, 
specializing in public education. 
‘‘IT found out I didn’t know muck, 
and that all of us could learn from 
good speakers, films, and 
programs that presented the facts 
atout our environment in a valid 
way.’’ 

Meanwhile, membership in the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society 
continued her ecological education, 
and increased her concern. ‘‘I 
began to learn that we are really 
endangered as a species. Over 
300 species have hecome extinct 
since 1600, and more than 300 of 
these have died off since 1900. 
We really fit into the circle of 
living and dying things. Mankind 
can’t go on living without what 
the other species need to go on 
living. 

‘If we all educate ourselves 
about what certain technological 
by-products -- chemical additives 
and fertilizers, and the hydro- 
carbons from automobile exhaust 
fumes -- do to earth and life, then 
we can each make our decision 
about whether to continue some 
of these conveniences, or choose 
less destructive alternatives. Try 
reading Barry Commoner’s new 
book ‘‘The Closing Circle,’’ for 
an unhysterical presentation of 
facts, and some alternatives.”’

Through increased 
scholarships, the student enroll- 
ment in September stood at 905, 
with about one third receiving 
financial aid according to need. 

Not the least of Mr. Kemper’s 
achievements was his strong sup- 
port of the Outward Bound 
program, an English import 
based on World War II survival 
training. He helped fund the con- 
cept in the United States to help 
young men and women to cope with 
problems through teamwork. 

In one of the most recent 
developments, the trustees of 
Phillips Academy voted to abandon 
for the forseeable future plans 
for admitting girls on a coeduca- 
tional basis. But this did not 
foreclose a continuing program of 
coordinate education with girl stu- 
dents of Abbot Academy. 

In 1951, Mr. Kemper persuaded 
Phillips Exeter and the Lawrence- 
ville School in New Jersey to join 
in anAdvanced Placement program 
that brought a number of college 
courses such as calculus and 
philosophy into the prep school 
curriculum. 

Mr. Kemper was born Sept. 1, 
1921 at Fort D. A. Russell, 
Wyoming. After graduating from 
West Point in 1935, he later taught 
history there and earned the 
master of arts degrees in history 
at Columbia. He also did grad- 
uate work in Far Eastern history 
at Harvard. 

In World War II, Mx. Kemper 
was assistant executive officer of 
the Army’s intelligence division. 
Later, he became chief of the 
historical program for the Army. 
In 1945, he did a survey of man- 
power utilization in the Mediter- 
ranean Theater of Operations. He 
was awarded two Legion of Merit 
decorations. 

At the time of his election as 
headmaster of P.A. he was chief 
of the planning section of the 
Army’s historical division. Later, 
he received honorary degrees from 
Williams, Tufts, Colby, Harvard 
and Merrimack. 

He is survived by his widow, 
Abby Castle Kemper; three daugh- 
ters; Mrs. David W. (Cecily) 
Gillespie of Boston, Mrs. Jerome

Pike In 
Training 
Program 


The Day Care Training Insti- 
tute of Salem State College was 
initiated in 1970 as a one-year 
pilot program for low income 
mothers to provide training to open 
new day care centers or to work 
in existing centers. Because the 
program was so successful and 
the mothers showed such en- 
thusiasm, the program was 
federally funded for another year 
and now, hopefully, for four years 
so that the mothers may receive 
degrees. 

The children of the mothers 
involved in the program attend 
the nursery and kindergarten of the 
institute while the mothers are in 
class. The classes are held at 
Salem State College five mornings 
a week. Monthly seminars are 
held with educational speakers 
such as Dr. Jerome Bruner. Dur- 
ing a four-week period in 
November and December and again 
in April the mothers are involved 
in practice teaching in local 
nursery schools and kindergar- 
tens.

Mrs. Morin is a widow who has 
four children - Pat 21, Kathy 20, 
Joe 15, Matthew 4. She feels the 
Day Care Training Institute has 
given her a wonderful opportunity 
to return to school. Mrs. Morin 
participates in the classroom 
situation at Pike by reading 
stories, working on art projects, 
observing andvery muchbeing part 
of the group.

In order to maintain the files, 
American participants send a 
small registration fee when join- 
ing; there are no annual dues. 
There is no endowment and these 
registration fees help defray 
expenses with the deficit being 
made up by interested individuals.
